PARIS (Reuter). — U.S. Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger arrived 
here last night hoping to iron out 
Gifferences with French President 
Valery Giscard d'Estaing on the 
Proposed world oil consumer-pro- 
ducer conference. 

Flying in from Zurich, Kissinger 
told reporters at Orly Airport that 
France and the U.S. had worked 
in close cooperation on the energy 
problem gince the December Mar- 
nique summit between Giscard 
end President Ford. 

“I plan to review the prospects 
for another step towards peace in 
the Middle East and the energy 
problem, with particular attention 


to the proposal for a consumer- ᾿ 


producer conference," he said. 

“I know this is rhaps some- 
what disillusioning = some mem- 
bers of the press here, but we 
consider relations between France 
and the U.S. to be good and im- 
proving,” he commented. 


Rabin: No talks 
if Egypt won’t 
give anything

TEL AVIV. Prime Minister

agreement. He said that such an 
agreement should be bilateral in 
nature, and if it comes about before 
the Geneva Conference reconvenes, 
then it would have to stand up to 
the teat at the Conference. How- 
ever, Mr. Rabin said, Israel does 
not yet know exactly what the 
Egyptian quid pro quo would be 
for a further withdrawal in Sinai, 

Mr. Rabin warned, that “if Hgypt 
makes no concessions, then there 
will be no point in continuing the 
dialogue.” 

The Prime Minister was speaking 
at the opening of the Labour-Ma- 
pam Alignment Political Committee 
discussion here last night, the first 
time it has been convened after a 
two-year hiatus. 


London still

‘The Labour-Herut scheme to get a State- 
guaranteed loan to cover their party debts 
was sharply erttinized yesterday by a man 
from the i wing of Labour. 

At the same time, men from the Liberal 
and State List wings of the Likud said that 
loud Labour claims of having no property to 
sell in order to repay debts were untrue. 

David Coren, of the Rafi wing of Labour, 

- said the party must stop handling its financial 
affairs in backroom secrecy and tell the pub- 
He frankly what its situation was. In a letter 
to Labour Party secretary-general Meir Zarmi, 
Coren wrote that Labour must come forward 
with an audited statement of the size and com- 
position of its debts. It should state who was 
responsible for the debts, and whether that 
person was still in office. It should state 
whether Labour had any property it could 
realise. It should also explain what the party 
was doing to cut down its staff, and prevent 
incurring further debts in the future. 

Only after a frank approach of this sort, 
accompanied by sales of property and reduc- 
tion of staff, could Labour justify an appeal 
to the taxpayer to help cover its debts while 
the nation was tightening its belt. 

Zarmi revealed yesterday that he had al- 
ready written to Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz asking him to approve guarantees 
for ἃ loan of some IL5m,. Hitherto, Labour 
politicians had deliberately created an impres- 
sion that the idea was still tentative. 

If Rabinowitz decides in favour, he has to 
refer his decision to the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee for statutory approval. In the 22-mau 
Finance Committee, Labour and Herut control 
exactly half the votes (Labour — 8; Herut — 
3). The remaining 11 votes are Liberals — 3; 
IP — 1; Free Centre — 1; State List — 1; 
Aguda — 1; NRP — 2; and Mapam — 2.

Even 
if this property was mortgaged, the sale would 
still fetch money, Erlich said.

Likud MK Geula Cohen charged 
yesterday that Israeli schoolchildren 
had @ great many more questions 
to ask than there were answers 
available in the educational system. 

Opening a plenum debate, sche- 
duled after her earlier motion for 
the agenda, she said that the 
country’s schools played down crucial 
elements of the nation’s history and 
experience because of the frustration 
of those responsible for the educa- 
tional system. 

She complained that the approach 
to teaching Arabic, for example, 
reflected a national uncertainty. 
“We act as though we're not living 
here in Israel,” she said. 

Education Minister Aharon Yad- 
lin, who spoke second, described the 
Ministry's new experiment this year 
to teach about the Israel-Arab dis- 
pute in the ilth and 12th grades. 

Yadlin said that 100 classes in 
45 schools were getting this ex- 
perimental teaching project from 60 
teachers who took special courses 
during the vacation period. 

At the close of the school year, 
he said, the project would be evalu- 
ated, and plans for its continuation 
Mapped out. 

In the same top classes, Yadlin 
said, 20,000 pupils were attending 
three-day seminars on Jewish and 
Zionist education in seven different 
youth hostels.
